A Rush County woman was killed in­ 
stantly this morning 
when her car 
collided with a semi on snow covered SR 
44 west of Rushville. 
Carol A. McMillin, 22, R.R. 7, was 
pronounced dead at the scene by Coroner 
Pat Todd of injuries she suffered when 
her 1975 Ford skidded broadside into a 
eastbound semi hauling steel for Shelby 
Steel of Shelbyville. 
Roger D. Miller. 31, R.R. 4. was the 
driver of the truck, and was apparently 
uninjured. 
It was reported by investigating State 
Police Officer John 
Mull that Miss 
McMillin was traveling west on SR 44 
approxim ately 
3 of a mile east of 
Manilla when she apparently lost control 
of her car, crossed the center line and 
slid sideways down the east bound lane 
before colliding with the semi. 
A witness to the accident reportedly 
told the officers that he had m et the 
McMillin auto and at that tim e she was 
skidding out of control, and almost hit 
him. She apparently skidded broadside in 
the eastbound lane when she collided 
with the truck 
Miss McMillin, who was on her way to 
the Manilla School where she was a 
su b stitu te tea ch e r, w as ap p are n tly 
pinned in the car before being extracted 
by the Rushville Township Rescue Unit. 
Assisting Trooper Mull at the scene 
were Deputy Sheriff Dave Clevenger, 
Sheriff Marvin Hedrick, the Rescue Unit, 
and Coroner Pat Todd. 
This is Rush County’s sixth fatality 
recorded this year. 
Funeral arrangem ents are pending, 
and were unavailable at press time. 


The Rush County Sheriff’s departm ent 
kept busy this morning with the in­ 
vestigation of four other accidents as a 
result of the snow-covered highways.

Burglary Conviction Upheld 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — The Indiana Court of 
Appeals Tuesday rejected Bobby Ray Kirby’s appeal of 
a seconddegree burglary conviction stemming from the 
Rosston 
Grain 
Co. 
of 
Lebanon 
last 
year. 
A Boone Superior Court jury had convicted Kirby 
after the March, 1975, break in at the grain company by 
three men, two of whom were never found. Two 
witnesses saw the men running from the building and 
one of them identified Kirby both before his arrest and 
at the trial. 
Kirby's appeal concerned admission of a photograph 
of the premises taken sometime after the burglary, 
cross examination questions as his alibi witness and 
questions he had been asked concerning a polygraph, or 
lie-detector, test he had taken. Kirby also contended 
there was not enough evidence to support the verdict 
The appeals court ruled that none of his contentions 
had any merit. 


Farmers Could Use Warm Weather 


WEST LAFAYETTE. Ind. (UPI) - Indiana farmers 
could use an extended period with temperatures warmer 
than 41 degrees to allow the winter wheat crop to 
develop, a Purdue University expert explained Tuesday. 
But 
Kim 
R. 
Polizotto, 
the 
Purdue 
extension 
agronomist, said that although emergence of the wheat 
has been delayed by the cooler conditions and below 
normal rainfall, the stands still rate fair to good 
“ Temperatures of about 41 (degrees) and above are 
required for wheat growth, while temperatures below 41 
induce winter hardening,” Polizotto added He also said 
that seed germination is slowed in drier soils 
“ If seed has germinated, the plant will undergo 
vernilazation and will be capable of heading and making 
grain,” he said. 
But he said a good program which includes adequate 
fertilizer applications can 
help regardless of 
the 
weather. 
‘‘Regardless of the weather it is hard to beat a good 
management program ," he concluded "A good fertilizer 
program will help your wheat get off to a fast start (in 
the spring) and help make up for our limited fall 
growth.” 


Court Rules On Forgery Conviction

Packing Co. of Columbus The signature matched that 
on a credit card the defendant provided and Hoffa 
testified that he took the picture showing the check, the 
defendant and his identification as a normal part of is 
business operation

One of the secrets of good tea is boiling water. It takes 
boiling water to extract the full flavor and lift-giving qualities 
from the tea leaves Other tea-making tips are to rinse the 
pot with hot water to warm it, to use enough tea — one teabag 
or one teaspoon of tea per cup; and to brew by the clock — three 
to five minutes. Don’t skimp on the brewing time — it takes 
time for the leaves to unfold and release their flavor. If you 
like your tea less strong, add a little boiling water after the 
brewing period is over 
Refreshments to serve with the tea need not be elaborate. 
They can be as simple as thin bread and butter sandwiches, 
English m uffins or scones, cinnamon toast, sugar cookies or 
warm m uffins served with sweet butter and a special sw eet 
spread made by combining red currant jelly with chopped 
pistachio nuts or blanced almonds.

Turkey is the traditional m eat for Thanksgiving Day. Two 
com m on questions that arise in regard to the planning and 
preparations are (I) how big a turkey to buy? and (2) how to 
properly thaw a frozen bird. 
The am ount to buy depends on the num ber and size of servings 
needed and w hether or not leftovers are desired. F or a whole 
turkey or turkey p arts which contain bone, allow one-half pound 
per serving. F or a boneless roast allow about one-third pound 
per serving. 
How should frozen turkey be thaw ed? There are three 
suggested ways to thaw a turkey. (I) L eave turkey in its original 
w rap or lightly cover with wax paper if unw rapped. Place on a 
tray for easy handling and to catch any drippings. Thaw in the 
refrig erato r until pliable. (2) Leave turkey in its original w rap 
or put in w atertight plastic bag. Place in a pan of cold w ater. 
Thaw in w ater until pliable, changing w ater often Poultry m ay 
be partially thaw ed in the refrigerator, then finished thaw ing in 
cold w ater. (3) Leave turkey in its original w rap or lightly cover 
with w axed paper if unwrapped. P lace on a tray for easy han­ 
dling and to catch any drippings. P ut in a double-wall paper bag 
or w rap in several thicknesses of paper. Thaw at a room tem ­ 
peratu re of 70 degrees F. or below until pliable. 
How long will it take poultry to thaw ? M any frozen turkeys 
have instructions and a tim etable for thaw ing printed on the 
wrap. If not, when thaw ing in the refrig eratp r, allow I to 2 days 
for a 4 to 12 pound turkey, 2 to 3 days if 12 to 30 pounds, and 3 to 4 
day if 20 to 24 pounds. 
Can a frozen turkey be roasted w ithout thaw ing? A whole 
turkey frozen w ithout the giblets and frozen turkey p arts can be 
cooked without thaw ing with extra cooking time. Allow at least 
one and one-half tim es as long to cook as required for unfrozen 
or thaw ed poultry of the sam e weight and shape. Frozen com ­ 
m ercially-stuffed turkey should never be thaw ed before 
cooking. 
W hat needs to be done to a ready-to-cook turkey before it is 
oven-roasted. A frozen turkey is usually thaw ed first. Then 
check the neck cavity and body cavity to find and rem ove the 
neck and bag of giblets. Wash and clean the turkey as needed 
inside and out in cold w ater, allow to drain well, and pat dry. 
Rub the inside with salt and other seasonings as desired. If the 
turkey is to be stuffed, od it at this tim e. Fold the neck skin over 
to the back and fasten with a skew er. Turn w ingtips back at the 
heavy wingbone to rest against the neck skin. Close body cavity 
with skew ers. Tuck ends of legs under band of skin or the m etal 
clip a t the tail, or tie the legs together with string. P lace turkey 
on a rack in an open roasting pan and it is ready to go into the 
oven. Then plan to enjoy a delicious turkey this Thanksgiving 
Day.

Unoticed 
Spiritual Pathways 


Almost unnoticed during this busy Bicentennial and 
election year is the work of a newly appointed 
national commission with an unusual name. 
Ap­ 
pointed by the Secretary of Healthn Education and 
Welfare 
last 
April, 
it 
is 
called 
the 


National Commission on the Control of Epilepsy and 
Its Consequences.” Our reference is to the “ con­ 
sequences” part of the Commission’s title. 
No widespread epidemic of epileptic disorders is 
sweeping the country, demanding new methods of 
control and prevention..although as many as 4 million 
Americans may have epilepsy and about 100,000 new 
cases develop each year. And medical professions, 
the drug industry and others have done much in 
recent years toward epilepsy treatm ent and controls. 
So why has a new Commission been formed? 
The reason is that despite medical progress, 
epilepsy is still a m ajor national health problem and a 
complex disability that cuts across many segm ents of 
hum an activity to involve a wide variety of social and 
medical 
services. 
The 
social 
consequences 
of 
epilepsy are, in many ways, more crushing than the 
disability itself .which accounts for its inclusion in the 
Comission’s title. 
Chronic unemployment is generally considered the 
most serious consequence of epilepsy among adults. 
Just mention of the word on a job application too 
frequently stops all consideration. 
Working men and women who have epilepsy may 
feel forced to hide it from their employers and fellow 
workers, knowing discovery m ay be an excuse for 
instant dismissal regardless of their individual 
qualifications and abilities in their work. 
If people faint or lapse into unconsciousness, and 
the lapse is attributed to diabetes or heart attack, 
there is not stigma attached to the incident. Call the 
sam e attack epiiesy, however, and the victim may 
be m arked for the rest of his life. 
Thirty years ago, Dr, William Lennox, epilepsy’s 
foremost pioneer, told Congress: “Of all the han­ 
dicaps you are studying, epilepsy is without doubt the 
least understood by both the medical and general 
public and is the most neglected. Epileptics still 
dwell without the city’ of public understanding and 
philanthropy.” 
Since then, the increasing complexity of both 
private and governmental institutions for health, and 
the development of medical and other professional 
specialties affecting epilepsy, 
have required a 
national approach to the problems. 
An employment will be a m ajor focus of the 
Commission’s work. 
Ironically, 
studies 
by 
the 
Epilepsy Foundation of America show that em ­ 
ployees with epilepsy are, in general, more con­ 
scientious than the average worker, and have fewer 
accidents and days absent. The studies also disprove 
the contention that insurance prem ium s will increase 
when employees who have epilepsy join the work 
force. 
Other independent studies tend to corroborate the 
Foundation’s findings, but the whole problem of 
unemployment among epilepsy victims is a task—a 
“consequence”—of such magnitude that it requires 
the attention of a national Commission—and the 
nation in whose nam e it works.

Young children seem to have 
built-in, sensitive “radio an­ 
tennae’’ that hear and store the 
fears and anxieties of their 
parents. 
There are some very definite 
facts about diabetes that you 
should know in an effort to lay 
out a planned program of 
family health 
1) Diabetes can be inherited. 
2) Diabetes is easily di­ 
agnosed. 
3) Diabetes can be controlled 
4) Diabetes and pre-diabetes 
must be recognized if it is to be 
effectively treated. 
There is no doubt that people 
with a family history of diabetes 
have a greater chance of 
becoming 
diabetics.

sequently, the aim of all 
medical educators is to discover

When 
diabetes 
is 
diagnosed early and faithfully 
treated, the diabetic can live a 
healthy, normal and productive 
life. 
There 
are 
many 
mild 
diabetics who can be kept in 
control simply by diet There 
are others who, with insulin and 
diet can lead healthy lives. 
Special medications taken by 
mouth may, in some instances, 
replace the cumbersome insulin 
injections. Whatever the mode 
of treatment is, 
diabetes 
mellitus no longer poses the 
threat it formerly did. 
It is well established that 
there is a relationship between 
obesity and diabetes. Therefore 
you can program the family’s 
dietary habits to be sure that 
overweight is avoided. 
Your doctor, aware of the 
family background of diabetes, 
will 
carefully 
keep 
your 
children under observation 
during adolescence and young 
adulthood. Only in this way can 
the very earliest evidences of 
diabetes be recognized. 
Once you program yourself in 
this way, you have a most 
important obligation to yourself 
and to your children.

simply cannot go through your 
lives with a constant threat that 
diabetes inevitably will occur.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Gerald R. Ford, 
widely viewed as an exceptionally open and 
uncomplicated President before the election, 
has become something of a m ystery in his 
first days as a lam e duck 
Two weeks have passed and Ford has yet 
to m ake any extensive public rem arks about 
his failure to win a full term in the White 
House or about the life he will lead when 
once again a private citizen. 


Since his narrow loss to Jim m y C arter, he 
has spent more than half his tim e on a 
vacation 
in 
virtual 
seclusion 
at 
Palm 
Springs, 
Calif., 
and. 
in 
his 
few public 
appearances there or in Washington, he 
repeatedly has dodged the press or opted to 
pass up a chance to reveal his personal 
feelings. 


White House spokesmen say they have no 
idea when Ford will hold his first post­ 
election news conference. 
His uncharacteristic silence has prom pted 
som e to wonder if Ford's defeat left him 
deeply depressed. Others speculate that he 
has turned sour, concluding that he no 
longer needs the "M r. Nice G uy’’ image 
which was his tradem ark during m ore than 
two years in office. 
Top aides and others close to him insist 
that nothing of the sort is true. 


They say Ford naturally was disappointed 
by the election results, particularly after 
starting out so far behind and coming so 
close to victory. By the end of the long 
cam paign, he thought he was going to come 
out on top and m ake good on his hope of 


pulling off “ the political surprise of the 
century.” 
Now, they say, he has bounced back but 
still finds the election a little too painful to 
discuss it at length in public. 
At the sam e time, they say 
Ford is 
reluctant to talk about the future because he 
wants to put most of the pieces in place 
before unveiling his plans so that he will 
retain 
m axim um 
flexibility 
in 
weighing 
various options. 
Several 
persons 
fam iliar 
with 
F ord’s 
current thinking say he and his wife will 
leave 
W ashington 
right 
after 
C arter's 
inauguration and that they are nearly as 
sure lo reside at least part-tim e in Palm 
Springs, largely because the dry, warm 
clim ate will be good for the F irst Lady’s 
health 
But Ford is said to be far from deciding 
other im portant questions, especially what 
he might do to supplement the large federal 
pension he will collect as an ex-President 
and 25-year veteran of Congress. 
Accordingly, his aides say Ford m ay hold 
off announcement of any decisions for fear 
of criticism that he was helping special 
interests who would benefit if he were to 
live in one comm unity rather than another 
or if he accepted offers from businessm en, 
organizations, institutions or other groups.

NEW YORK (U PI) — Gary Lincoff from 
tim e to time chops away at the unsightly 
Japanese knotweed in M anhattan’s Central 
Park, takes it home and eats it. 


He may also pluck some cattails from the 
p ark's murky lake, crush their flowers and 
use the fine, yellow 
pollen 
to bake a 
delicious bread 


Lincoff is a back-to-nature food forager 
with a difference — he gathers m ore than 
IOO varieties of wild greens, fruits, nuts, 
roots and m ushroom s in New York City, 
som etim es just a few yards aw ay from the 
roar of rush-hour traffic. 


Not only does he transform them into such 
tem pting dishes as acorn steak nicoise, 
flower fritters or nut ham burgers, but he 
dries or cans what he doesn’t eat right 
aw ay. 


And he m akes a living telling other people 
how to do the sam e thing. 
I rn attracted to plants that are somehow 
special,’ the tousle-haired botanist said in 
his M anhattan kitchen as he pulled a pan of 
acorn muffins from the oven “ For example, 
wild blueberries are much m ore flavorful 
than what you buy in th$ superm arket M 
Just six years ago, Lincoff said, he was an 


aspiring 
novelist, 
who didn’t 
know 
the 
difference 
between 
w atercress 
a n d 
goldenrod. On a bike trip one day, he 
stopped 
alongside a 
city 
highway 
and 
nibbled on som e wild onion grass. 


"I just assum ed I had chanced on an old 
farm field,” he said. “When friends set me 
straight, I was fascinated. I began doing 
research into wild plants. I couldn’t learn 
enough.” 


Now, the 34-year-old Pittsburgh native has 
learned enough to teach courses on wild 
foods and hold cooking classes in his home.

My adm inistration has placed a priority on 
modernizing our state transportation system 
because its economic and social value to the 
people 
of 
Indiana 
is 
nothing 
short

m onumental. 
Although much progress has been m ade, a 
serious problem rem ains with regard to high­ 
ways. One of the top item s on the legislative 
agenda this winter will be a solution to high­ 
way m aintenance needs. 
M aintenance has em erged as our most 
pressing highway need. It needs to be a c ­ 
celerated if we are to preserve our m ulti­ 
billion dollar investm ent and if we are to keep 
the system operating at full capacity. 
A lread y , 
we 
h av e 
u n d erta k en 
road 
resurfacing and bridge repair program s at a 
pace which equals the absolute limit of our 
funding capabilities. We have inaugurated a 
m aintenance m anagem ent system which gets 
b etter mileage out of the dollars we have. We 
are experim enting with new technologies— 
such as segm ental bridges—in order to speed 
repairs while cutting costs. 
But there simply isn t enough money to

keep highway m aintenance at the proper 
level. We are victims of inflation and an in­ 
sensitive Congress. Congress sets the formula 
for returning motor fuel tax dollars to the 
states. Despite repeated urgings by Indiana, 
Congress has refused to restore equity to the 
apportionm ent process. 
We tried a second approach, that of 
proposing repeal of a part of the federal fuel 
tax, in order that the state might reimpose it 
at the state level to cover growing m ain­ 
tenance costs. That plan is fair and m akes 
sense. However, Congress continues to ignore 
both the proposals and the problems. 
Therefore, the state is forced to consider 
other options. It is my belief that user charges 
should cover expense categories of this type. 
Therefore, the state’s general fund should not 
bear the burden. 
Among the options the legislature will 
consider are increases in state fuel taxes, or 
higher fees for vehicle registrations, or 
alterations of the fuel tax base to that of 
v alu e, ra th e r than g a llo n a g e —o r som e 
combination of these or new proposals.

M orse Code or com puter-data signals, or a 
large num ber of narrow signals.

Lighter Side 
Artistic Spitting

I should further have rem inded myself 
that television leaves little or nothing to 
chance, as witness the “ applause” signs in 
studios iii case the audience doesn't know 
when to clap. 
Hut I wasn't rem inded of these things until 
the other day when I picked up a copy of a 
new book by Edwin Newman. Ifs title is "A 
Civil 
Tongue." 
And 
although 
its 
main 
concern is verbal smog, it also touches on 
the topic of flying ballpark saliva. 
In the book Newman deduces that the 
"ability to spit with good velocity when the 
television cam era is on them ” is more than 
m ere happenstance 
“ It 
seems 
clear 
that 
a 
method 
of 
com m unication 
has 
been 
worked 
out 
between 
the 
television 
crew s 
and 
the 
players” to signal when a player is on 
cam era, he writes. 
"As soon as he gets the m essage, he shifts 
his tobacco or chewing gum and lets go," 
Were this theory propounded by someone 


less knowledgeable, you might discount it as 
m ere conjecture. But Newman has been a 
network correspondent for 24 years and 
presum ably 
is 
fam iliar 
with 
the 
inner 
workings of television 


When he concludes that baseball spitting 
is done on cue, you gotta believe it is m ore 
than speculation 
I also yield to Newman as having superior 
insight into why the players spit so much. 


I had assum ed they were keeping alive the 
tradition that began back in the days when 
most players chewed tobacco and had to spit 
to avoid drowning 
in 
their own 
juice. 
Newman suggests otherwise. 


He says today’s gum-chewing 
players 
spray 
the 
terrain 
with 
saliva 
because 
"spitting is thought to be a sign of virility." 
The possibility that spitters m ight be 
psychologically m otivated simply did not 
occur 
to 
me 
Now 
that 
Newman 
has 
introduced that idea. I’m wondering if there 
might be more to spitting than macho 
m anifestation 


If Pavlov, the Russian physiologist, could 
condition dogs to salivate at the sound of a 
bell, ball players undoubtedly 
could be 
conditioned to salivate at the sight of the red

ATHENS. Greece (U P I) 
Bibliophiles will mark the 500th 
anniversary of Greek printing 
this month with an exhibition of 
rare books in Greek — although 
printing came to Greece itself 
only 155 years ago. 
"When printing began in 15th 
century Europe, Italy was the 
only place where there was a 
longstanding interest in Greek 
studies," said Francis Walton, 
director emeritus of the Genna 
dios Library, an \thens treas­ 
ure house of unusual books 
"There were Greek scholars 
and artisans in exile there.

The singers, burdened with 


their instruments and bottles of 
Christmas cheer, usually arrive 
at the home of a friend about 
midnight, knock on the door 
and sing: 
"Open the door, for I am 
standing in the street, 
“ No one should think that this 
is a rebuff. 
“ If you don’t have anything, 
don't give us anything." 
Rarely do the invaders leave 
empty-handed The door opens, 
more songs are sung and toasts 
are

The parties continue as do

grass for camels. The grass

and the child goes to sleep 
Then, so the story goes, the 
Three Kings arrive, open the 
box and feed the camels.

Some segments of the dry

industry 
claim 
the 
answers to those questions are 
so confusing that consumers 
may be ruining up to $6 million 
worth of garments every year 
through improper cleaning me­ 
thods. 
The Federal Trade Commis­ 
sion is in the midst of hearings 
designed to improve the regula­ 
tions which require care labels 
in 
most 
garments. 
William 
Seitz, executive director of the 
N e ig h b o rh o o d 
C le a n e rs 
Association, which represents 
3,000 cleaners in the Northeast, 
-lays the current set-up is "very 
misleading.” 
His group is urging the FTC 
to require both washing and 
dry cleaning advice on labels. 
As it 
now stands, he says, 
labels giving washing instruc­ 
tion do not have to include the 
fact that the item also can be 
dry 
cleaned. 
The 
FTC, 
he 
contends, has been leaving it up 
to the consumer to assume that 
was the case.

Buyers Won’t Pay 


All Of GM Increase 


C IN CIN N ATI (U P I) — New 
car buyers won t necessarily 
foot all the bill for General 
Motors’ anticipated $500-a-car 
lauor cost hike over the next 
three years, says GM President 
Elliott Estes 
In the past, the buyer has 
paid about two-thirds of such 
GM cost increases, but Estes 
said Monday it was too soon to 
tell what the future percentage 
might be. 
GM 
officials 
expect 
the 
additional cost of turning out 
cars because of salary hikes 
and 
other 
worker 
benefits 
contained in last week's three 
year contract agreement with 
the United Auto Workers union 
"The cost of our products will 
go up $500 over the next three 
years 
because 
of 
labor 
agreements, but it would be 
unfair to say the price will go 
up $500," Estes said at a news 
conference 
before addressing 
the 
Cincinnati 
Chamber 
of 
Commerce. 
The marketplace really de 
termines our price," he said. 
“ Our job is to make sure the 
price doesn’t go beyond the 
marketplace." 
Estes said that during the 
past five or six years GM has 
been able to "recover,” through 
price hikes, about 67 per cent of 
its labor cost increases 
"That’s our track record, but 
it doesn't necessarily mean that 
will hold true in the future,” he 
said “ We ll have to wait and 


Estes added that he hoped to 
offset as much of the increased 
labor cost as possible through 
"improved efficieny" at comps

when you suddenly

If so, a few sim ple plumbing 
changes or m inor repairs may 
be all that is necessary to hush it 
up. 
“ Chattering or whistling are 
the 
m ost 
com m on 
faucet 
noises.” says Don D. Jones, 
P urdue U n iv e rs ity extension 
engineer. “ With the common 
compression-type 
faucet, 
the 
usual problem is either a loose, 
worn or corroded faucet stem 
and washer assem bly.” 
So 
Jones 
suggests 
these 
remedies: 


F irst, tighten or replace the 
faucet seat washer if it shows 
signs of roughness and wear 
Next, check the stem for rust 
and looseness of fit If the stem 
has any play (movement up and 
down), the threads are worn and 


the e n tire stem 
should 
be 
replaced. 
“ Probably the most common 
plum bing noise is water ham ­ 
m e r,’ ’ 
says 
Jones. 
“ This 
banging in the pipes is caused 
by suddenly stopping the flow of 
rap id ly 
moving 
water. 
This 
brings a shock wave which is 
transm itted through the pipe, 
resulting in vibrations against 
pipe supports and walls ad 
jacent to the pipe.” 


W ater 
h a m m e r 
can 
be 
elim inated by tig h tly anchoring 
the pipe (especially the pipe 
nearest the faucet) and by use of 
noise reducing a ir chambers. If 
strap 
hangers 
are 
used 
to 
support 
the pipe 
in 
a 
long 
horizontal run. the pipe is not 
held very securely. Therefore 
the pipe is susceptible to water 
ham m er In this situation, it is 


advisable to firm ly wedge 2 x 4 
wood blocking at the ends of the 
run to prevent vibration along 
the direction of the pipe run 
F irm blocking at both ends can 
e lim in a te 
v ib ra tio n s 
even 
though the pipe run itself is 
suspended by relatively loose 
straps. But be careful not to 
wedge the blocking so tightly 
that you create pressure in the 
pipe joints, says Jones. This can 
cause joints to leak 
Installing 
water 
pipes 
ad­ 
jacent to m asonry 
w a ll 
is 
another common source of noisy 
water hammer. To remedy the 
situation, install wood anchored 
to the concrete with screw-in 
expansion connectors, 
then 
anchor the pipe securely to the 
wood blocks. 
“ A ir cham bers also help 
m inim ize water ham m er," says 


the engineer “ A ir chambers do 
for a water system what shock 
absorbers do for your car When 
a shock wave is created by 
rapidly 
shutting 
o ff 
running 
w ater, water rushes into the 
chamber, compressing the air 
and cushioning the thrust of 
w-ater. Since the a ir 
in 
the 
cham ber is gradually absorbed 
and replaced by w ater, periodic 
maintenance is required.” 


The 
a ir 
cham ber 
can 
be 
recharged with a ir by .shutting 
off the water 
flow 
into the 
building, opening the top caps 
on the a ir chamber, and opening 
a drain valve below the level of 
the chamber. The best location 
for an a ir chamber is a direct 
continuation of a pipe where the 
pipe turns into the faucet. In 
that position, the a ir chamber 
Reflections ;

Periodically, check the a ir 
chamber and inlet pipe to the air 
chamber for rust 
and scale 
buildup These pipe sections are

KANSAS CITY, Mo. (UPI) - 
He carries a briefcase, travels 
around 
the 
country 
in 
an 
airplane to get to work, and 
usually 
has 
a 
couple 
of 
businesses on the side. If he 
drives, it’s usually an expensive 
car. 
He's the rodeo cowboy — 1976 
version. 
The days of the worn out, 
jalopy-driving, 
hell-for-leather 
cowboy have passed, along with 
railroads, big bands and the 
waltz. 
There are still fun times, long 
nights 
of drinking 
and 
the 
d o n ’t-give-a-dam n 
a ttitu d e 
about life, but today's cowboy 
has a serious side 
Most are 
coming 
out 
of 
college 
and 
regard rodeoing as a profes­ 
sion. 
Rodeoing is big business So 
far this year the Professional 
Rodeo Cowboys Association — 
the m ajor league of rodeo — 
has 
held 
584 
shows, 
with 
cowboys com peting 
for 
$6.5 
million. 
The season ends Dec. 1-10 in 
Oklahoma City when the 15 top 
money winners in the six major 
events — saddle bronc riding,

The call for action on 1977 
crop floors, which the incoming 
adm inistration could raise by 
using d isc retio n ary pow ers 
under existing law, is part of a 
three-phase scenario the farm 
group is discu ssin g in talks 
with 
m em bers 
of 
Congress, 
Lewis said. 
As a second step, following 
adm inistrative action on next 
y ear’s crops, Lewis said the 
NFU will urge Congress to act 
quickly early in the new year 
on 
a 
one-year 
extension 
of 
existing farm law which is due 
to expire at the end of the 1977 
crop season. 
The one-year extension would 
cover 
1978 crops. 
It 
would 
retain the basic structure of the 
existng law, presum ably with 
some increases in price floors. 
If the 1977 and 1978 crop 
program s are handled quickly 
by this combination of adm inis­ 
trative and legislative action, 
Lewis said. Congress could then

will he paying dearly to do so. 
The cost of the gasoline has 
risen again. The gaily wrapped 
toys in the car's trunk and the 
plum pudding waiting at the 
table cost between 12 and 25 
per cent more than last year. 
Even the C h ristm as tree is 
more expensive. 
Inflation 
and 
the 
plunging 
pound 
are 
to 
blame. 
But 
Britons are still queueing up at 
London department stores to 
make their Christmas merry. 
“They're spending money like 
there’s no tom orrow," said one 
busy toy department d e r* at 
Selfridge's, 
one 
of 
London's 
largest department stores, “and 
everything has gone up since 
last year, everything." 
“When you’ve got to have it 
you just pay for it," said a 55- 
year-old mother of five. “And 
we're so used to it (inflation) 
by now. Every time you look in 
the shop windows, the price 
goes up." 
Whereas the dropping pound 
means 
Britons 
have 
to 
dig 
deeper into their pockets to 
afford Christmas luxuries, tou­ 


rists find their foreign currency 
buys more than ever Traders 


say 
foreigners 
are 
storming 
London shops as never before. 
“The bulk of the people we 


cater 
for happen 
to 
be 
tourists," said the spokeswom­ 
an for Fortnum and Mason. “ In 
actual fact oui- sales are up this 
y ear." 
She added that the depart­ 
ment 
store, 
famous 
for 
its 
speciality 
foods, 
is 
rarely 
affected by economic slumps 
because "our clients have a 
certain 
amount 
of 
money 
anyway.” 
They

Windsor as usual. 
“They always celebrate it in 
a rather simple family w ay,” 
said

The newspapers are full of 
tales of economic woe. Groeer-

That means the medium sized 
teddy bear for little .Jimmy that 
cost lo pounds ($16) last year 
will cost 12 pounds ($19) this 
year.

Would you believe that 
about four billion Christ­ 
mas cards are sent every 
Christmas? No wonder the 
post office hires extra help 
each year! It does sound 
like an insurmountable Job! 
But what a lovely way to 
wish friends and family 
| 
well and to renew old 
friendships. B ut do you 
know th a t exchanging 
Christmas cards Is a com­ 
paratively recent custom? 
Although there are sev­ 
eral claims as to who origi­ 
nated the sending of Christ­ 
mas cards, there Is evidence 
this lovely custom began In 
England in the early 1800’s. 
It Is generally acknowledged 
that Louis Prang, a native 
German who settled in Bos­ 
ton. Introduced them In 
America In about 1875. 
His early cards, produced 
by a process of color lithog­ 
raphy, were models of ex­ 
pert craftsmanship. They 
featured flower designs such 
as daisies and roses, and 
were quite unlike Christ­ 
mas cards of today. By 1881, 
Prang was turning out 
about 5 million cards a year, 
and as time went by he of­ 
fered more typical Christ­ 
mas scenes, Including the 
visit of Santa Claus, Ma­ 
donna and Child, and blaz­ 
ing fires. 


Now we have cards avail­ 
able to fit our every mood, 
and one would be hard 
pressed to Im agine the 
number of artists and verse 
writers who make up the 
creative forces of this vast 
Industry. Sending and re­ 
ceiving Christmas cards Is 
one of tile delights of the 
holiday. 
There is no doubt that 
this heartwarming custom 
will continue and so we 
say "thanks” to Mr Prang, 
wherever he may be, for 
a d d i n g g r e a t spirit to 
Christmas in America!

In 
recent years, the price of 
diamonds has increased 
along with everything else, 
and in today’s economy, 
young men should expect 
to pay blore than their 
older brothers did in past 
years. 
In choosing a diamond 
engagement ring, keep in 
mind that it is the dia­ 
mond that is forever — 
*■ the mounting into 
...ach the diamond is set. 
If you choose a heavy or 
wide gold band, you will 
be getting less diamond. 
as a greater proportion of 
the price is going into 
paying for the band. 
The thinner and simpler 
the setting of the ring, the 
larger or better quality 
diamond you can expect 
to buy for your money. For 
example, a good quality 
half-carat diamond ring 
costs $600 and up today 
W hat should you know 
about diamonds if you 
p la n to buy one th is 
Christmas? How can you 
be sure of receiving good 


value for your money? 
First, educate yourself 
by knowing som ething 
about diamonds. No two, 
diamonds In the world are 
the same. Each diamond 
has a personality of its 
own. That’s why prices 
vary. Even two diamonds 
of the same size have dif­ 
ferent qualities of color, 
clarity and brilliance, and 
each will be priced differ­ 
ently. 
The larger the diamond, 
the scarcer it is — and the 
higher its price per carat. 
For example, a two-carat 
stone costs much more 
than twice as much as a 
one-carat stone of the 
same quality. 
Second, when you’re 
ready to choose your dia­ 
mond, the man to see is 
a reliable jeweler. He’s the 
diamond expert. Let him 
explain the differences in 
carat weight, clarity, color 
and cut that determines 
the price of each stone. 
CARAT, the first of the 
Four C’s, is the unit of 
weight for diamonds. A 
carat is equal to 200 milli­ 
grams, and there are 142 
carats In the avoirdupois 
ounce. 
The carat Is further di­ 
vided Into IOO “points,” 
like the cents in a dollar. 
A 45-point diamond weighs 
a little less than half a 
carat. (The average size 
of an engagement ring in 
this country is about 47 
points.)

“blue-white” — are rarer 
still — perhaps one in 
many hundred thousands. 
The variations in color are 
often so slight they can 
be detected only by an 
expert under special lights. 
The best way to see the 
true color of a diamond 
is to look at the stone 
through its side against a 
white background. 


C L A R I T Y . M ost d ia ­ 
m onds contain n atu ral 
Imperfections 
— 
spots, 
bubbles or lines included 
in the stone when It was 
crystallized from carbon 
millions of years ago. 
Where such “Inclusions” 
do not interfere materially 
with the passage of light 
through the stone, they do 
not affect Its beauty. How­ 
ever, the fewer inclusions 
in a diamond, the more 
valuable it is. 
A “flawless” diamond — 
one that shows no imper­ 
fections to a trained eye 


using 10-power magnifica­ 
tion — is very rare. Many 
people believe that 
dia­ 
mond which is not flawless 
must have flaws or weak­ 
nesses. Inclusions are im­ 
perfections, but they are 
not necessarily weaknesses. 
A diamond does not have 
to be flawless to be beau­ 
tiful. In a sense, the inclu­ 
sions in a diamond are its 
fingerprints, and like fin­ 
gerprints, no two are alike. 
CUT. This refers both 
to the make of a diamond, 
or the way the facets are 
arranged, and to its shape. 
Diamonds are cut ac­ 
cording to an exact math­ 
em atical form ula th a t 
places the facets (or sur­ 
faces) of the diamond in 
precise relations to each 
other. The standard dia­ 
mond cut has 58 facets. 
For a diamond to have 
a perfect make, the angles 
between any two facets 
must be accurate to with­ 
in half a degree. This will 
produce the greatest fire 
and brilliance. Anything 
less reduces both the beau­ 
ty and value of a diamond. 
"Cut” also refers to the 
shape of the finished dia­ 
mond. The round (or “bril­ 
liant" cut) is the most 
popular of all the shapes. 
The oval is an elongated 
round. The marquise is an 
oval with points at both 
ends, and the pear-shape 
is round at one end and 
pointed at the other. 
The heart-shape is a 
pear-shape with a notch 
in the round end. The 
em erald-cut is rectangu­ 
lar, with facets on the 
sides and ends and across 
the corners. And recently, 
a new shape has been 
developed — the star- 
shape with either 5 or 6 
points. 
The m ore you know 
about a diamond, the more 
you will appreciate yours— 
for each diamond is a work 
of art, nature’s original.

Help fo r helpless, harried shopper! 


Are you still wondering 
what to give to some favor­ 
ite friend or relative for 
Christmas? Perhaps you’re 
drawing a blank because 
you’re only thinking in 
terms of objects. Think 
about experiences, as well, 
and it opens up a whole 
new world. In other words 
— make a date to take 
them somewhere! 
For the sports fan, how 
about tickets to a baseball 


game next spring — or a 
football, basketball, hock­ 
ey game in the more im­ 
mediate future. 
Theater buffs and cine­ 
ma fans would love tickets 
to a play or movie (for 
two, naturally). You might 
want to make these up 
yourself, to look like a gift 
certificate (“to the show 
of your choice”) — so that 
the lucky recipient can 
make a date with you at 
his convenience. 


For the gourmet, instead 
of the usual cookbook or 
gadget, try a written invi­ 
tation to dinner (on you) 
at a favorite restaurant.

If spots and spills seem 
to overflow along with the 
good cheer, don’t despair; 
a little spot-removal know­ 
how provides for quick 
and easy cleanups of par­ 
ty-time calamities. 
F irs t, som e g ro u n d 
rules; Remember, a spot 
is easiest to remove if it’s 
treated as soon as possible. 
Washable items should be 
laundered according to the 
m a n u fa ctu re r’s instruc­ 
tions; water temperatures 
are important. 
Most common spots will 
respond to a treatm ent of 
Spray 'n Wash1 laundry 
soil and stain remover. 
Just spray the pretreat 
directly on the spot, wait 
60 seconds, and launder 
normally. For extra-tough 
spots, try another spray 
and washing. 
Non-washables — and 
this includes many wall­ 
papers, should the cele­ 
brating get particularly 
lively with more than hap­ 
py voices bouncing off the 
walls — will come clean 
with an application of 
K2rv Spot-lifter.

To qualify, the cabinets 
must pass or exceed a 
variety of rugged tests 
that measure their ability 
to withstand tile hard use 


of everyday operation in 
the kitchen. 


M ust b e t o u g h ! 
C a b in e t sh elv es and 
drawers, for example, must 
withstand the impacts of 
dropped objects and must 
operate easily even when 
overloaded. Cabinet finish­ 
es must resist stains, such 
as mustard, alcohol, de­ 
tergents and vinegar, and 
must resist scratches and 
the rapid tem perature 
changes and high humid­ 
ity common to kitchens.

NKCA certification seal is 
usually found on the in­ 
side of a cabinet door or 
drawer. It’s the consumer’s 
assurance the cabinets 
have been designed to last.

Dry out as flowers 
fade. Rest in shade outdoors.

e x p e n siv e th a n th e ir 
h an d -woven counterparts; 
and with new com puter­ 
ized dyeing tech n iq u es, 
these rugs can duplicate 
the genuine patterns ex­ 
actly. 
If you're lucky enough 
to find an Oriental rug 
under your tree this year, 
the Eureka Home Care 
Institute offers these spe­ 
cter care hints from Earl 
Jeffries, its chief field en ­ 
gineer: 


Den-ity defies d i r t ! 
‘ Because an O riental is 
so densely woven, it’s diffi­ 
cult for dirt to penetrate 
the fibers,” says Jeffries. 
“But once the dirt does 
get in, it s difficult to get 
out. So we 
recommend 


th a t you vacuum an O ri­ 
ental frequently, as often 
as twice a week in heavy 
traffic areas.” 
If your upright vacuum 
has a rug pile height ad ­ 
justm ent, Jeffries recom­ 
mends th a t you set it a 
notch higher th an you 
would for a domestic c ar­ 
pet. An<| if you’re using a 
power head 
vacuum, 
be 
sure the suction control is 
on “low'.” 
Always vacuum in the 
direction of the pile on a 


hand-woven rug, to pre­ 
vent the knots from loos­ 
ening. And to insure th at 
th e fr in g e d o e s n ’t g e t 
sucked into your vacuum, 
Jeffries suggests this trick: 
As you approach the fringe 
from the center of the rug, 


slightly raise the vacuum 
head so it’s just above the 
surface. The suction will 
be enough to pull the dirt 
out. 


Turn f o r evenness 


Twice a year, tu rn your 
rug around so it will wear 
and soil evenly. Vacuum 
the back to remove fiber- 
weakening d irt and grit, 
and wash the pile with an 
oil-base soap and a sponge 
or so ft-b ristle d b ru sh . 
With this kind of m ain­ 
tenance, you may never 
need to send your rug out 
to be cleaned. 
All good 
rugs should 
have a pad underneath 
them, but O rientals need 
a special kind: “Use flat 
ru b b er sh e et p ad d in g ,” 
says Jeffries, “the flatter 
the better. T hat way, there 
will be less ‘give.’ and 
heels won’t dig into the 
carpet.” 


Few p recau tio n s 


Remember too, he cau­ 
tions, to use rubber or 
plastic protectors under 
heavy furniture. And nev­ 
er 
put 
a potted 
plant 
directly on an Oriental; 
seepage could rot the pile. 
Taking 
these 
precau­ 
tions, you’ll have no prob­ 
lem with your rug wearing 
out. After all, the Persians 
use O rientals not only as 
floor coverings, but for 
furniture as well. Children 
romp on them , whole fam ­ 
ilies picnic on them. So 
follow the example of the 
people who invented Ori­ 
entals, and enjoy!
